The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The amendments to the claims filed 02/08/2006 and set forth above overcome the rejections 
under 35 USC 112 of record. 

Claim 1 has been amended to require a mixture of a formula I compound having one 
polymerizable group "P" and a formula I compound having two polymerizable groups "P" in the recited 
weight percents. Broer discloses compositions comprising compounds within the definition of formula I 
and a photoinitiator. The difference from the instantly claimed composition is that, although Broer does 
teach that a mixture of monomers can be used to reduce the temperature at which orientation of the 
mesogenic groups in the monomers has to be carried out, Broer does not suggest that the mixture contain 
a compound having one polymerizable group and a compound having two polymerizable groups or what 
the weight percents of compounds in the mixture should be. See pages 12-14 of Applicant's Remarks 
filed 02/08/2006 for a more detailed discussion.
